Ju dg e Ray mo nd J. Mino re­ 
cessed co u rt at 11:40 a.m. to day 
u ntil 1 p.m. when McGiv ern and 
Cu lhane deliv ered their su m­ 
matio ns after which Ju dg e Mino 


charg ed the ju ry members who 
are ex pected to beg in delibera­ 
tio ns later in the day . 
D e f e n s e rested its case 
Wednesday afterno o n after a 
stirring plea by Pau l Vladimir, 
atto rney fo r Cu lhane du ring bo th 
trials, who had been dismissed 
by the defendant at the start 
o f the penalty phase o f the hear­ 
ing s. Vladimir with permissio n 
o f Ju dg e Mino related the back­ 
g ro u nd o f Cu lhane and co m­ 
mented. “I believ e that he po s­ 
sesses many g o o d qu alities.” 
“Yo u sho u ld no t su bject him 
to death.” Vladimir said abo u t 
Cu lhane.” 
The death penalty 
wo u ld be irrev o cable.” He plead­ 
ed with the ju ro rs to o rder life

Kenny 
also testified that Su lliv an to ld 
him that he "wo u ld pu t his 
o wn mo ther in jail if he (Su l­ 
liv an) co u ld g et o u t.” 
Under cro ss ex aminatio n by 
Fisher, Kenny said he had held 
u p six mo tels with a g u n. He 
is serv ing time fo r ro bbery . 
The ju ry mu st decide whether 
Cu lhane and McGiv ern die in 
the electric chair o r spend the 
rest o f their liv es in jail fo r 
killing Depu ty Sheriff William 
Fitzg erald du ring the sho o to u t 
o n Sept. 111. 1968. climax ing an 
escape attempt.
